He planned 
another, longer flight later this 
afternoon. 


“I don’t feel any sensation,” is 
the way Fred Jukich of Mill Val­ 
ley described the “sensation” of 
flying in his radical new tailless 
glider near Novato Saturday.

In Belvedere Cove 


A $100,000 dredging and expan­ 
sion .program is now under way 
th a t will m ake the San Francisco 
Yach Club in Belvedere the only 
one in the bay area with a sub­ 
stantial private harbor. 
The club has applied for a per­ 
m it to dredge a portion of its 
yacht harbor and entrance chan­ 
nel and to build piers in Belvedere 
Cove. Any objections to the pro­ 
posed work m ust be received in 
triplicate by Aug. 19 a t the office 
of the D istrict Engineer, U. S. 
Army Engineers Corps, in San 
Francisco. 
Plans call for dredging to 10 
feet a t low tide of approxim ately 
four of the club’s 14 acies. In ad ­ 
dition, a 20-foot wide fharf, large 
enough to drive a car on, will be 
constructed 1,000 feet long paral­ 
lel to the shore line In front of 
the present clubhouse. It will have 
berthing facilities for 150 boats, 
according to W illiam La Violette, 
chairm an of the Belvedere Cove 
Harbor Committee. 
From the wharf, there will be 
gangways to serve two floats. The 
floats 
will 
serve two 
adjacent 
boats w ith pilings on the opposite 
side to secure the mooring lines. 
Each boat will be secured to four 
pilings with two pilings being com­ 
mon to two adjacent boats. 


FINANCING 
W ith the fill extracted by the 
dredging, the club will 
do 
two 
things. In order to help finance 
the expensive project, the club 
will create land along Belvedere 
Island for residential sale. The 
land created on w hat is now yacht 
club property will be about 1,000 
feet long with an average 150- 
foot depth. 
The rem ainder of the fill will be 
used to create an area about four 
times the size of the present yacht 
club land between the present two 
piers which w’ill first be connect­ 
ed by a bulkhead and then filled 
in. This land will be used for fu ­ 
ture expansion of clubhouse fa ­ 
cilities, La Violette said, as the 
need arises. 
The twro piers th a t now exist are 
used for the removal of small 
boats out of the water or for ac­ 
cess to floats. 
Now boats are moored in the 
entire cove with the club paying 
some rental fees to the p art own­ 
ed by the city of Belvedere. 


BOATS NOW SCATTERED 
But the m ajority of the boats 
are 
moored 
in 
yacht 
harbors 
throughout the Bay Area. There 
are approxim ately 100 boats in the 
club. 
Now the m ajority of the club 
area is only two to three feet 
deep 
except approxim ately 
five 
acres in the channel and basin 
th a t were dredged to seven feet 
when the yacht club was moved 
from Sausalito to Belvedere in 
1927. 
No rental costs for the berthing 
facilities have been developed yet, 
La Violette said, but they hope to 
work it out on a self-sustaining 
basis. Facilities will only be avail­ 
able to club members, he added. 
T he club hopes to sta rt work on 
the project this year, according to 
La Violette. The yacht club has 
been in existence since 1869.

Fails To Halt 


Atomic Debate

Senate Republican Leader Wil­ 
liam F. Knowland admitted defeat 
today on his move to stifle the 
atomic debate 
but 
promised to 
keep the Senate in round-the-clock 
sessions until the record smashing 
filibuster crumbles. 
Knowland called for a showdown 
vote on the seldom-used cloture 
motion but conceded he could not 
muster the necessary two-thirds 
vote to choke off the talkathon 
againsts 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
Atomic Energy bill. 
But as the Senate rolled Into 
its third week of debate after a 
Sunday recess, there were signs 
the filibuster might not be able 
to weather a Democratic leader­ 
ship decision to back Knowland’s 
debate-ending effort«. 
How long the chamber would 
stay in session apparently was up 
to Sen. Wayne Morse, and the 
number of Senators who want to 
join him in a last-ditch fight to 
stall a final vote. 
Morse, who has consumed more 
than 14 hours of the 85 hour fili­ 
buster, 
vowed 
to 
continue the 
battle alone if necessary. 
Sen. Albert Gore (D-Tenn.), a 
leader of the delaying action, said 
the debate could end in two or 
three days if Knowland would call 
off the “all-night sessions and 
roughshod tactics.” 
Gore and other foes of the bill 
hoped they could send the measure 
back to committee for removal of 
the private power features which 
they oppose.

Rhee Sees Ike On Future 
Of U.S., Korea Relations 


"To me, it is beyond reason that any 
intelligent free man can look at the Geneva 
record of the Communisti and »till main­ 
tain that there is any point in »uch nego­ 


tiations.” 
That was President Syngman Rhee of the 
Republic of South Korea, calling for renewal 
of war against Communisti in Korea as soon 
as the West was “convinced of the futility” 


of the Geneva conference. 
As far as Kgrea was concerned, Geneva 


was futile. 
Negotiations remain long dead­ 
locked, despite concessions bv Rhee’s South 
Korean representatives. 
It remains to be 
seen whether Rhee, in his talks todav in 
Washington with President Eisenhower and 
U. S. experts on the Far East, will recede 
from his consistent advocacy of reunification 
of 
Kotea, 
bv 
force 
if 
necessan.

The armistice in Korea just one vear 
ago tomonow, has been opposed bv Rhee 


because of his conviction “that it will prove 


to be the prelude to more war, not less; to 
more suffering and ruin; to further Com­ 
munist advances bv war and bv subversion.” 


Rhee could now’ aigue, in view of the 


Geneva settlement on Indochina, that the 
Korean armistice had done just that. 
Following the armistice, V. S. Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles visited Korea 
to work out policv details with Rhee, also

pledged that R, O. K. forces would “take 


no unilateral action to unite Korea by mili­ 
tary means.”

In a New dear's message to his people 


Rhee labeled as “final” the failure to arrange 
a peace conference. 
He called on hi» allies 
to “rise with u« . . . for the last great battle 
to annihilate the Red forces.” 


The l \ S. Senate on January 26 ratified 
the mutual defense treaty with the R. O. K., 


but with the understanding that this country 
would not support anv attempt bv South 
Korea to take North Korean territory by 


force. 


Formula for the Geneva conference on 
Korea and Indochina was worked out at the 
Januarv-Februarv conference of Rig Four 


foreign ministers in Berlin. 
President Rhee 
announced that his nation had accepted a 
U. S, invitation to be present at Geneva. He 
said that the U. S. had promised to “con­ 


sult with us . . . on the abandonment of 
discussion as a way to peace with com­ 
munism and Communists”—if Geneva pro­ 


duced no good results within “a reasonable 
period of time.” 


Rhee’s Liberal partv on May 29 won a 
parliamentary election in South Korea, but 


bv a slighter margin than Rhee had hoped 
for. 
Subsequently, South Korea did under 


pressure from the I ’nited States appear to 


auept a kind of compromise. 


Originally advocating unification bv elec­ 
tions in North Korea alone, with Rhee’s 
government in power in South Korea, the 
South Koreans accepted at least the prin­ 
ciple of all Korean elections under I nited 
Nations auspices. 
Rut even this concession 
failed to produce any progress on Korea at 
Geneva.

Tidelands Funds For Redwood Highway? 


Thorough consideration should be given a pro­ 
posal for saving the m am m oth old redwoods along 
Highway 101, a proposal advanced by member« 
of the State Parks Commission and endorsed by 
Governor Goodwin Knight. 


The commission suggested a new four-lana 
highway bypassing the historic redwood grovea 
be constructed and paid for out of the $63,000.000 
in tidelands oil funds which the Federal govern­ 
m ent la expected to release soon to the state. 
The project road would take trucking and 
through traffic off the existing highway which 
winds among some of the world's oldest and big­ 
gest trees The state has been subjected to great 
pressure to widen this roadway, an action which 
if taken would require the felling of some of thes« 
forest monarch*. 
* 
In what b a re r m anner could a part of the 
tidelands oil money be used than for this pur­ 
pose. 


The present highway never was Intended as 
e speedway. Nor did it« designers anticipate the 
heavy vloume of through traffic or the sire of the 


logging and other trucks which use it. It Is un­ 
suited for both purposes. 
A separate through highway not only would 
•ave the historic giants which line the roadway, 
but also would enable the people to enjoy these 
wonders of nature in peace and safety. 
A four lane, alternate route would be costly 
because of the rugged terrain, a circum stance 
which m ust be given due consideration. 
If at all feasible, however, its construction 
assuredly would be an appropriate way to use a 
portion of the revenues from tidelands oil. 
Saving a park, especially one with the beauty, 
lore and history of the redwoods, Is as im portant 
as developing new one» with the oil money. 
Construction of auch a road would be of in­ 
estimable value to the thousands and thousand* 
of motorists who travel this highway each year, 
as well as a big saving in lives and money. 
Numerous wrecks on the stretch o/ highway 
are chalked up each year because the highway 
was not built for the big truck* th a t make driv­ 
ing along it a menace to lives and safety of the 
private motorist.

In this particular instance, tha 
accusation was th a t the opera­ 
tors were in possession of refilled 


distilled spirits 
bottles,

them, to be exact. 
The hearing 
officer 
recom­ 
mended that the license be sus­ 
pended for 15 days, but at a 
board meeting last Dec. 17, it 
was proposed that the board sus­ 
pend the license indefinitely. 
Last w’eek’s action, however, 
saw the board welsh on its de­ 
cision of last December, after 
John J. Fahey, representing tha 
establishment, admitted that the 
proprietors had refilled the 10 
bottles. He 
claimed 
it 
would 
“work a hardship” on the estab­ 
lishment to give an indefinite 
suspension. 


“DON’T WE HAVE some kind 
of a policy on refills?” asked 
George Reilly, chairm an of tha 
board. 
“Well, we did have,” said Hugh

days for under 20 bottles, and for 
over 20 bottles, a 30-day sus­ 
pension. T h at wa? during the 
war when there was a lot of re­ 
filling going on.”

IMMEDIATELY after the 15- 
day suspension, the board turned 
to another case. It denied an on- 
sale beer license to a Filipino

And while one senator m ight 
be willing to buy one change, but 
not another, and since the Demo­ 
crats as a group don’t like the 
bill as a whole, they’re having a 
field day arguing against' the 
bill, piece by piece.

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BESIDE PLEASANT THINGS 
Polio Season Here 
So T ake Precautions

Along with the pleasant things 
of good old sum m ertime comes the 
lear of polio. 


Polio begins with vague symp­ 
toms: fever, a generally tired and 
irritable 
feeling 
and 
headache. 
There mav be vomiting and di- 
arrrhea; there may be constipa­ 
tion. 


These are the symptoms of lots 
of minor illnesses. Don’t jum p to 
the conclusion your child has polio 
just because he has a headache 
and a fever. It's much more likely 
to be a throat infection or flu or 
a stom ach upset than polio. 


However, it's a good idea to have ; 
your child seen bv a doctor when­ 
ever he get« sick. Mild illnesses 
and «erious ones often start the 
same way. 


If you can’t get to the doctor 
right awa.v, there are two simple 
tests that may reassure you. If 
your child can bend his head so 
th a t his chin touches his chest, 
and if he can put his head be­ 
tween 
his 
knees, 
he 
probably 
doesn’t have polio. Even if he can’t 
do these tests, it Isn’t sure th at 
he has polio. 


If he does have polio, It's im ­ 
portant th at he be under the care 
of a good doctor right from the 
beginning. Good care can do much 
to prevent serious after-effects by 
protecting weakened muscles from 
strain. 


The great m ajority of children 
who do get polio never have any 
paralysis at any time. Of those 
who do have some paralysis during 
the acute stage a goodly num ber ! 
recover completely. Those few who 
have considerable paralysis im- j 
prove a good deal during conval­ 
escence. 
If any weakness rem ains it is 
very im portant that the child con­ 
tinue to have whatever physical 
therapy the doctor recommends. 
M any weakened muscles can be 
brought back to fair function w ith 
long continued treatm ent. 
During the polio season, and 
especially if a few cases of the 
dreaded disease occur in your com­ 
m unity, you may be asking what 


you can do to protect your child. 
Nobody knows exactly how polio 
is spread from person to person. 
We do know, however, th at the 
virus th at causes it is present in 
the mouth secretions and also in 
the stool of people who have the 
disease. It is probable th at the 
disease is caught by getting this 
virus in the mouth. 


But everyone who gets a dose 
of polio virus doesn’t come down 
with the disease. 


It has been discovered that when 
a case of polio occurs in a house­ 
hold almost everyone in the house 
will have the germ, even if not 
another one becomes sick. These 
healthy people are just as likely 
; to* spread the disease around the 
community as is the person with 
polio—more «0 in fact, because the 
sick person is at home in bed. 


A great many people seem to 
j resist catching polio. Maybe it’s 
because the have had smaJl doses 
of the virus from time to time and 
have built up an immunity. This 
may be the reason why children 
, are more susceptible than grown­ 
ups, to polio—they haven’t had 
time or opportunity to build up 
resistance.# 


In any case, in time of a polio 
epidemic there are probably many 
healthy 
people 
walking 
around 
who have the polio virus in their 
bodies. To protect your child, take 
a little extra care with cleanliness. 
See to it th at hands are well 
washed before meals and. if you 
can, before they go in the mouth. 


Since anyone is more apt to 
catch anything when he L* tired 
or chilled, it's a good idea to avoid 
! fatigue. 


Probably it’s also a good idea 
to keep children out of crowds 
during 
a 
polio epidemic. Avoid 
i crowded stores, am usem ent parks, 
movies. 


At the same time don’t make a 
herm it of your child. Let him play 
with his friends and live as normal 
a life as possible. 


The time may soon be at hand 
when we will have a vaccination 
against polio, but for this summer 
you wrill have to protect your child 
with general measures.

Watermelon Has 
More Calories 
Than You Think 


We’ve got news for you. If you’ve 
been thinking of watermelons as 
being mostly water, you’re w’rong. 
Actually, watermelons have a lower 
water 
content 
than 
asparagus, 
celery, 
cucumbers 
and 
lettuce. 
They also stand drouth better than 
other vine crops. 
Watermelons are rich in m in­ 
erals and vitamins and have a 
high calorie count. Reducers had 
best make them part of the meal, 
not merely the dessert. They must 
be picked ripe since their flavor 
does not noticeably improve after 
picking. 
Usually a fully ripe watermelon 
has a thin outer skin that peels 
easily w’hen scraped with the fin­ 
ger nail. The underside too changes 
from a white to yellow tinge with 
maturity. Watermelons with bee 
stings usually are perfection-ripe.

YOUR H E A LT H 
Heart Trouble Frequency 
Varies With Weather 


By HERM AN N. B U N D ESEN , M.D. 
Extremes of temperature and cli­ 
mate can bring on coronary heart 
attacks. Other illnesses, too, will 
vary with the warmth or chill of 
the surroundings in which we find 
ourselves. 
In the northern part of the 
United States, the number of cor­ 
onary heart attacks, due to the 
formation of a blood clot in the 
arteries supplying the heart, de­ 
creases during the summer months. 
This type of heart attack is much 
more frequent during the winter 
months in the north. 
Various reasons have been sug­ 
gested to explain this phenome- ; 
non. For one thing, there are more j 
infections, such as colds, at that 
time of year, perhaps making the ! 
body more generally susceptible to 
the attacks. 
In the southern states or w’arm 
climates, it was found that coro­ 
nary attacks showed their highest 
frequency during the extremely 
hot months of July and August. 
Thus, very hot or W’arm w’eather 
can also be an important factor in 
coronary heart attacks because of 
the difficulty the body has in ad­

Glenda Ortlip, 18-year-old long 
distance swimmer from San Fran­ 
cisco, chalked up at least one first 
yesterday when she 
swam 
the 
Richmond-San Quentin Straits. 
Miss Ortlip was the first woman 
to swim the straits and quite pos­ 
sibly the first person to do so. 
The distance is about six miles, 
but strong tides forced her to cov­ 
er about eight miles to reach San 
Quentin Point. 
Starting just south of the East 
Bay foundation for the new Rich­ 
mond-San Rafael Bridge, Miss 
Ortlip swam the straits in three 
hours and 28 minutes. The waters 
of San Pabk) Bay measured 56 de­ 
grees, but she spurned the use of 
grease to protect her from the 
cold. 
Her coach, Mark Graham, said 
Miss Ortlip had “one rough mo­ 
ment” about three miles out from 
Richmond. 
“The tide seemed to seize her 
and was earring her upstream, 
way off course. I signaled for 
her to sprint and she covered 
100 yards in real good time. That 
carried her out of the riptide.” 
Miss Ortlip will try to swim 
across Lake Tahoe from Meek’s 
Bay to Nevada Cave Rock, a dis­ 
tance of 12 miles, sometime next 
month.

Gentlemen: 


Your attention is directed to an editorial which appeared in your paper on Friday, July 2, 


1954, titled, 
Our Youth— Pawns in a Dirty Game,' and your attention is specifically directed 
to Section 48a of the Civil Code of the State of California with reference to corrections of 
libels by mistake. 


W e naturally expect some misstatements when any partisan newspaper publishes editorial- 
wise the existence of a dispute in which that party in whom the newspaper is most interested 
is involved, but neither that expectancy nor ordinary fair play justifies the publication of 
libelous remarks, misrepresentations of fact and deliberate untruths. Your statement, in your 
editorial above referred to, to the effect that H. Koch & Sons are hiring teen-age youngsters, 
etc., "as full-fledged strike breakers" is a deliberate misstatement, untrue and malicious. 


Your further statement to the effect that union members who have talked to some of these 
youngsters have been told that the Koch management is making no bones of the fact that 


they are being hired to take the place of the men and women on the picket line and to help 
break the strike is false, and you can show no justification for the publication of such a statement 
without any investigation on your part but purely on the hearsay representation of some union 
member who apparently told you what he claims somebody else told him.Your responsibility 
as a newspaper requires more comprehensive investigation than the hearsay statement of a 
partisan, which partisan your paper speaks for editorially and otherwise. 


Equally as false and equally as malicious is the statement in the editorial, "this involvement 
of youngsters in a labor dispute as strikebreakers.” 


Malicious beyond comprehension as well as false and untrue is the question containing a 
statement which we here underline, "W h at kind of preparation will Koch 4 Sons be giving 
these youths whom it entices into helping it break a strike,. deprive families of their livelihood 
and depress wage and working conditions in our county generally? "These youths who are do­ 
ing summer work at the Koch plant have not been enticed nor does the Koch plant expect that 
they will be instrumental in breaking any strike, since it is quite obvious that their employment is 
only for the vacation period and as the union recognizes, the skilled operations "cannot be 
carried out by a bunch of untrained kids." Nor is this strike occasioned by any attempt on the 
part of H. Koch & Sons to "depress wages and working conditions." This strike was occasion­ 
ed solely by the union seeking an increase in their wages and was called at a time when the 
union felt the management was at a great disadvantage since the plant at Corte Madera was 
just in the process of being opened when the strike was called. The union felt, doubtlessly, 
that they might as well strike while the iron was hot, and the management was at the disad­ 
vantage of having invested many hundreds of thousands of dollars in a new plant in an effort 
to consolidate its operations and adjust its cost factors. Without waiting for this plant to be 
in operation so that the management could determine these cost factors, the union demanded 
wage increases and without giving the proper notice required under the Taft-Hartley Law, 
called a precipitated and unprecedented strike. 


Malicious and untrue is the statement that the Koch firm was bringing into Marin County 
not only its plant and machinery "but also intending to import sweat-shop wages and the 
trouble-making pattern of labor relations which has caused so much strife in other Bay com­ 
munities." Here again we point out that when the Kochs moved their plant to Corts Madera 
a contract was in existence between the Koch plant and the Leather 4 Novelty Workers 
Union Local No. 3 I , AFL. This contract was executed by the parties as a result of negotiations, 
and wage increases had been allowed over previous years. The wages called for by this agree­ 
ment were being paid to the workers and Koch made no move toward decreasing these 
wages or eliminating any of the other favorable working conditions provided for in the 
agreement and voluntarily given by the Koch plant. As pointed out above the "trouble-making 
pattern of labor relations" was not imported by H. Koch & Sons but was definitely created by 
the union who in violation of the Taft-Hartley Law failed to give proper notice required before 
striking and who failed to live up to the doctrine of fair play in striking the plant before the 
management could get the plant into operation and determine its cost factors. 


Malicious and untrue is the statement to the effect that the Koch firm is trying to break 
down established wage patterns and interfere with the "live-and-let-live atmosphere" and 
that "the Koch firm commits a final unforgiveable sin when it tries to subvert our youth and 
push them toward the racketeer's philosophy of 'anything for a buck'." As heretofore pointed 
out, Koch was not trying to break down any established wage patterns..It was the union who 
sought the untimely increase. Nor does the Koch firm seek "to subvert our youth" by giving 
them summertime work, since they have followed this plan for years. And when you speak of 
pushing anyone toward the racketeer s philosophy of "anything for a buck," do not overlook 
the fact that nails have been spread around the area of the entry to the Koch plant where 
pickets are located, causing innumerable flat tires on automobiles operated by the manage­ 
ment, some employees and visitors; more recently someone broke into the Koch yard over the 
weekend, put gravel into the gas tank of a truck and cut the hydraulic brake line which could 
have resulted in death and destruction had it not been discovered timely. Other damage was 
also done. So when we use the words "racketeer's philosophy," we suggest that they be used 
where they belong. 


The undersigned therefore demands that you publish this letter in correction and in refuta­ 
tion of those irresponsible, libelous and untrue statements published in your paper on Friday, 
July 2, 1954; that it be so published in substantially as conspicuous a manner as the original 
article was published, or if you prefer it, we insist and demand that you publish a retraction 
or correction and that it be so published in substantially as conspicious a manner as that in 
which your said paper has published the statements here claimed to be libelous.
